H E Opium, that was in Uſe in Ancient 
Times, was made thus : 
When che Poppy (which was gene- 
» rally the White, and ſow'd then only 
in Gardens, and ſmall Incloſares) was come to 
ts full growth, and moſt curgid of Milky Fuice , 
which was in the hot Countries in May and Funey 
they did, as ſoon as the Dew was up in the 
mornings, make ſeveral Incifions tranſverſly or 
athwart the Heads of the Poppies, yet not di- 
" \xectly borizontal, but mW obliquely, taking

care not to make them quite through into the 
eevity thereof; holding the Knife, or Infirumen, 
with which the Incifions were made, with its Edge
